Kiniry 
escaped, 


however, and was not seen for a year. 
He finally turned lip in IXJB Angeles, 
where considerable porch climbing was 
being dona. Kiniry was apprehended 
one 'night by a policeman, while he wa* 
trying to enter a house. He always 
picked out. homes where he knew the 
people were downstairs and where he 
could go .upstairs and work unmo- 
lested. He attempted to make his es- 
cape, and'flred at the Los Angeles po- 
liceman, who returned the nre and 
wounded young Kiniry. The fugitive 
waa captured next day and brought to 
this city for trial. 
He wa* found 
guilty and sentenced to life imprison- 
ment at the recommendation of the 
Jury. 
"This Jury rtftotl eleven for hanging 


and one for life Imprisonment.

Trial by Newspaper. 


When any person in private or public life is charged with crime 


he is entitled to at least a fair trial by his peers in due form of law. 
Yellow journalism is responsible, however, for the substitution of 
'"trial by newspaper" for the statutory "trial by jury." Ordinarily 
in such cases the accused is some conspicuous figure in public life. 
The procedure is strictly ex-parte and the evidence submitted'irre- 
sponsible, not given under oath and usually hearsay. But the pur- 
'pose of this new form of trial is to reach a popular verdict by a 
short cut consigning the accused, who has been given no chance 
to set up a defense, to the perpetual contumely of his fellow-men. 


Nothing was ever introduced into the profession of news- 


paper-making more vicious than yellow journalism's "trial by 
newspaper." 
It prematurely inflames the public mind and often 


leads them to erroneous conclusions, because the greater number 
of the readers of newspapers are not possessed of the gift of dis- 
crimination, of the power of analysis, or of that judicial tempera- 
ment which is capable of weighing evidence impartially, even 
though- it be strictly ex-parte. 


There is a whole lot of this kind of irresponsible "trial by 


newspaper" in progress at present. The statutory course of justice 
has been set aside. The procedure is by inuendo, assumption and 
the wildest and most uncertain statement, phrased, however, with 
such devilish ingenuity that the average reader unconsciously ac- 
cepts an absolute fabrication as well established fact and, conse- 
quently, draws conclusions which, if erroneous, are obviously un- 
just. 


"Trial by newspaper" is usually prompted by personal envy, 


jealousy, revenge or hatred, or the accomplishment of some base 
'political, social or business purpose. 
But some California news- 


papers frequently demean themselves these days by indulging in 
"trial by newspaper" instead of resorting to the statutory process 
of "trial by jury." The only course which a respectable newspaper 
can follow when acting in its legitimate capacity of a censor of 
public morals and impeaching the integrity of a public officer is 
to submit, as part of the current news of the day, the facts on 
which the impeachment is based. 
No self-respecting newspaper 


will do less. Rank assertion and crafty insinuation, without the 
production of any substantial and trustworthy facts to 
support 


them, amount to nothing. They succeed in the majority of cases, 
however, to prejudice the public mind against the persons haled 
into the new court of yellow journalism. That is, probably, the 
main purpose of "trial by newspaper" But the procedure is so 
unfair and unjust and the results reached are frequently so vicious 
that a clean, honest, fair-minded, judicial public sentiment ought to 
be aroused to fro\vn it down. 


Morocco's Unsettled Condition. 
• 


The disquieting effects of the German Kaiser's meddlesome in- 


"tervention last year in the management of the affairs of_ Morocco 
are again in evidence. 
The international 
conference 
held 
at 


Algeciras, Spain, last spring, which provided for a. special system 
of policing the country, has not been productive of any permanent 
good. 
It was not considered at .the time that it wontd be effec- 


tive, but it was accepted as a compromise measure to 
prevent 


trouble between the European powers, 
the situation .'between 


France and Germany being very delicate at the time.-,. 
» 


Morocco is very much of a kind with the Balkans in its rela- 


tions- to European politics. It is one of the danger spots where, 
if a spark is ignited, all Europe-may Suddenly break out'aflame 
'with war. The three European nations most interested in the pre- 
servation of the peace of Morocco are France, Spain and Great 
Britain, the former two because of territorial proximity to the 
Sultanate; the latter because of its financial and commercial in- 
terests there. As between France and Spain, the former's inter- 
ests in the preservation of the ^>eace and the domestic welfare of 
Morocco are paramount, as the French province of Algeria- borders 
on those sections of the Sultanate which are inhabited by the 
lawless, semi-barbarous mountain tribes who are in a 
chronic 


state of disorder. France is compelled to keep a standing army tfr 
defend the frontier against the predatory raids of these restive 
tribesmen. It was the design of Great Britain and Spain under 
the tripartite agreement, which the Kaiser disturbed by an un- 
timely intervention, to give France a free hand in the policing of 
the countryt and the management of Us finances,' as the Sultan 
has proved to beAotally incompetent to do either. 
But 
the 


Algeciras convention provided 
for 
an 
international 
financial 


management and the policing of the cities 
and 
ports 
where 


foreign trade had been established under the joint control of 
French and Spanish officers. This hermorphodite arrangement has 
evidently proved a failure, for the country continues in a state of 
disorder and the Sultan is as impotent as ever to cope with the 
rebellious tribes which are raiding his dominions. ^The folly of 
the Kaiser's intermeddling is evident. It would have been far 
better for the good of Morocco and every interest concerned in it 
to have allowed the original arrangement giving France a free 
hand to prevail, for it appears necessary now to make an inter- 
national naval demonstration off the Moroccan coast to put an 
end to the anti-foreign agitation which tHe Sultan, if not encour- 
aging, has failed to suppress or control. 


The Case of Murderer Kiniry. 


Mrs. J. Watson of Los Angeles, the mother of David P. 


Kiniry, who is now serving a life sentence in the Folsom State 
Prison for the murder of Policeman James Smith in this city three 
years ago, is canvassing the jarors that convicted him in "order to 
persuade them to sign a petition to Governor Pardee for a commu- 
tation of the sentence 
A mother mry be pardoned for any lawful 


effort she may make for the defense of her ofF'onng, however ex- 
treme and unreasonable it may appear to others, for the maternal 
instinct overrides every other consideration with her. But, if the 
mother of the convict-murderer Kiniry really believes what she is 
credited w ith having said of her son in a recent interview, namely, 
that she knows "that Da\id could not do wrong, especially kill a 
man," 
she is ignoring indisputable facts in his history in cherishing 


such a belief 
Kiniry, it will be remembered, was detected in the 


act of burglary in Los Angeles, and, nothing loath to commit mur- 
der at that time to save himself from arrest, was shot down by 
the pursuing officer. 
It was a case of being caught red-handed in 


crime, ready to effect his nefarious purpose by resorting to any 
extreme. The sacrifice of human life was a secondary consideration 
with him. It was no fault of his plans that other blood than his 
own was rot shed in the Los Angeles episode. 


There is not the shadow of a doubt about the correctness of 


the -\erchct of the trial jury m the Smith murder case, although the 
evidence fixing it on Kiniry was circumstantial. It was so conclu- 
sive, however, that the jury would have grievously failed in the 
performance of its duty if it had failed to find him guilty. The fact 
that the evidence was circumstantial was the one thing that im- 
pelled the jury to fix the penalty at life imprisonment instead of 
consigning him to the gallows, where his career ought, in justice 
to the dead officer and to society, to have ended. 


Kiniry was, in fact, one of the most desperate, cunning and 


dangerous criminals in the State when he was at large 
While 


following the occupation of a professional burglar in Oakland, he 
utilized membership m the Young Men's Christian Association to 
ward off suspicion, and he went prepared to kill any one who 
interfered with his operations or put his liberty in jeopardy. 


Applications for the exereise of executive clemency have been 


presented to the Governor m the cases of some convicts serving 
life sentences in the State penitentiaries, which have been turned 
down by him, although based upon grounds which may be reason- 
ably said to warrant commutation and backed by recommendations 
from the Board of Pardons. Kiniry's case does not belong to this 
class, however. Having escaped the gallows through the indulgence 
and tender-heartedness of the trial jury, he should never again be 
allowed to breathe the air of freedom and resume his depredations 
on society, \\hich he undoubtedly would do were he ever to regain 
his liberty. He is one of that type of criminals which never re- 
forms. His reputed good conduct as a prisoner at Folsom is no 
better guarantee of future good conduct as a free man than his 
membership in the Young Men's Christian Association was an 
effective restrain! to the exercise of his criminal instincts before 
his arrest and conviction. No convict is entitled to executive 
clemency in any form save where extenuating circumstances were 
associated with the commission of the crime for which he is serving 
the penalty of the law, and not, in any case, where the prisoner's 
criminal antecedents show confirmed degeneracy and give no 
reasonable promise of genuine reform. 


The State police of Pennsylvania is reported to be a remark- 


ably efficient body. Statements emanating from Reading represent 
that a troop of the State police is driving the tramps out of the 
county to the great relief of the farmers who have suffered from 
their depredations and the pilferings of petty thieves. If the special 
police wearing the State's livery in California could be only em- 
ployed in a similar useful service here it would be heartily wel- 
comed. But our State police seems to be more ornamental than 
/useful, probably because that body is only nominally under the 
State's jurisdiction. 
__ 


\ Federal payments of war claims presented by the State, back 


taxes collected from the railroads and increased 
taxes obtained 


from these and other corporations have enabled Wisconsin's ad- 
ministration to not only meet the extraordinary expenses of the 
State this year, without levying a general tax, but it has put 
$643,000 into the treasury and cut the school tax levy in half. No 
wonder that the farmers are rejoicing this year over the fact that 
they will not be required to visit either the assessor or the tax 
collector.

BERKELEY, Nov. 13—At a. regular 


meeting of the Board of Trustees last 
night it was decided to limit the term 
of the franchise that is being sought 
by the Home Telephone Company to 
thirty-five years and to give the board 
the power of regulating tho rates to 
he charged by the company. 


A large number 
of citizens as- 


sembled in the lobby to listen to the 
proceedings. Several attorneys repre- 
sented the Homo Telephone Company 
and the Sunset Telephone Company, 
which is opposing the efforts 
of the 


Home company to secure the 
fran- 


chise. 
Whnn the telephone question was 


brought before the Board, a petition 
from 1200 citizens protesting against 
the granting o£ a franchise for a sec- 
ond telephone system was read. 


When a motion to have the question 


considered at an adjourned meeting 
was put, Judge North, of the Home 
Telephone Company requested 
that 


•Immediate consideration 
be given to 


the application for a franchise. 


"We propose to give Berkeley 
a 


first-class telephone system," said. 
North, "and all we ask tonight is to 
make the way clear for us to bid." 


Attorney A. E. Shaw next spoke for 


the Homo company. 


ACCUSES SUNSET. 


"Tho Sunset company is endeavor- 


'Ing to delay proceedings as much as 
'possible," declared Shaw. 
"The Sun- 


set company now enjoys a monopoly 
in this city and It is natural that they 
should seek to shut out competition. 
As to the franchise, we cannot bid on 
'a twenty-five year franchise 
as has 


;heen suggested by some people. 
We 
:must have a fifty year franchise or 
none at all. A short term franchise 
iwould be the same as a short term

TO GOVERNMENT 


ST. LOUIS, Nov. 13.—"If the govern- 
ment believes it can manage our rail- 
roads better than we can." said George 
J. Gould tonight after his arrival in St. 
Louis, "and it wishes to operate them, 
I have no objection to selling the prop- 
.ertles. I would sell to the government 
ps willingly as to an • individual or com- 
pany, were the lines to be disposed of, 
although ours are cood properties 'and 
are not on the market. This Is how I 
feel, as a railroad man, In regard to 
the public ownership of .carriers. 
"But, as a private citizen, I ain op- 
posed to the public ownership sugges- 
tion. The government could not manage 
the properties successfully. Private cap- 
ital or enterprise Is better equipped than 
the government for directing railroads. 
and would realize 
successful 
results 
against failures on- the part of the gov- 
ernment. 
"There seems to be an impression that 
the government would be superior to pri- 
vate enterprise, which Impression Is ap- 
parently founded on experience in Eu- 
rope. .Public ownership, or governmental 
ownership, as it Is more properly called 
in countries having a different political 
organization. Is not the success In Europe 
that by some Americans it Is believed 
to be. In fact, government ownership Is 
a failure In Europe. 
"Italy, for example, would gladly sur- 
render its proprietary interests and Its 
public obligations, and it is even now 
taking tteps to turn the State's lines 
over to private companies. Governmental 
ownership .and management of the tele- 
graph lines of Great Britain is an ex- 
pensive experiment for the administra- 
tion. 
"The burden of the comparative failure 
of this form of governmental enterprise 
rests on the taxpayers of Kngland. 
"The chief reason that State ownership 
of railroads prevails in Europe is the 
necessity '.or desire to provide ample pre- 
cautions against the possibility of war. 
Europe Hrvirtually armed at all. times, 
and It is for .'the purpose of being-able 
to control the arteries of travel in the 
event of railroads is the governmental 
ownership of railroads te the general 
policy. From other standpoint* govern- 
mental ownership of .carriers la ; not a 
snccess!".
